The ‘Washington Treaty. 
It is sald. wherever there is emoke 
there mast’ be fire, and om the came prin- 
ciple we are inclined to believe tbat all 
the noise being made Just now on both 
sides of the Atlantic concerning the 
Washington Treaty, is not altogether 
idle bluster'on the part of newspaper 
Writers and correspoudents, but that the 
subject bas assumed a really grave aspect, 
giving rise to a feeling throughout Great 
Britain which no one could have anti- 
cipated, and which nothing but the 
exercise of great prudence, firmness and 


caution on the ‘part of the British 
authorities.can allay or restore to its 
wonted normal state. The telegraphic 
dispatches published on Friday breathe 
anything but a peacefal spirit On the part 
of the British people anent the demands 
of the United States Government laid 
before the Geneva Conference for dam- 
ages sustained by the depredations of 
Confederate cruisers daring the Southern 
rebellion, These demonis have been 
made the subject of debate in the British 
House of Conjmons, and we are told 
that the feeling in that assembly is 
wosnimous in favor of the rejection ol 
the Ameriian demanis, Aid, as an 
additional inc: x to the state-of public 
feeling, we are also informed that there 
was a marked decline in quotations fur 
Awmerican securities on ’Cuange in Lon- 
don On the 8thiostant. Representations 
have been made by the British Govern- 
ment to the Cubinet at Washington, and 
rmouch anxiety in manifested by the 
British Government and people as to tle 
manner in which those representat.onus 
iwill be received.. Mr. Gladstone, as tle 
leader of the Government, defends the 
Treaty, and, as a matter of course, the 
Opposition are using all the pressore they 
can bring to bear against the Administra- 
tion tointen-ify pubic feeling ag iss 
the Guwroment and thernby proc r 
its defeat. Itit be true that the demanus 
of the American Government are not 
alonegonfined to actual damages, but in- 
clade consequential losses also, aud that 
ander the latter head the amount for 
compensation is swelled to billions of 
‘dollars where it was sopposed a few 
hondred thousand would suffice to put 
matters straight and quiet every clair, 
it is not atall surprising that a feeling 
of undisguised, indignation should have 
taken possession of the minds of Kuglish- 
menu at what canonly be viewed as a 
specimen of American sbarp practice. 
A feeling appears to be gaining ground 
io England that the British Comiission- 
ers who took part in farming the Treaty 
of Washington bave been completely 
outwitted by the Americane—tbut the 
astate lawyers. who composed the Ameri- 
can Commission were altogether 100 clear- 
headed and far-seeing for the diplomatic 


novices sent out to represent England’s 


interests in thatinternational Couvention. 
We may say that a like feeling pervaded 
the public mind of Canada ;when the 
terms of the Treaty were first made 
subservient to the larger and moreweighty 
interests of the Ewpire, and that 
at regarded the questionsof interna- 
tional polity between. the gov- 
ernments of Canada and the Uuited 
States the Americans had gained all they 
desired and bad given to the Canadians 
in retarn very little that was worth hav- 
ing. Nevertheless, after the first feeliog 
of dissatisfaction had died away, and 
people had taken time to consider the 
subject in the light of those larger ques- 
tions in which were involved the peace- 
fal reletions existing between the gov- 
ernments of- the United States and 
Great Britain, it was deemed the wiser 
course to accept the situation, notwith- 
standing the objectionable features of 
the terms of the Treaty, rather than 
throw any obstacle in the Way of an 
Grrangement that it was hoped would 
be productive of good to both countrics 
by putting an end at once and forever to 
those international bickerings and. resent- 
ful feelings which had sprung up between 
thé two countries, and threatened, soon- 
er or later, to involve them in deadly 
strife. In England a feeling of satiafac- 
tloa pervaded all classes of the people, 
Thaf'st last s solution had been found for 
those difficulties which it was at one time 
could only be adjusted by force of 
erme, and ‘hence it is that the develop- 
ment of the Americen scheme trumping 
ep claims both real and imaginary to an 
@mount that puts all modesty to the 
Dies, has given rise to a feeling of in- 
digostion throughout Great Britain, the 
like'of which has not been wituessed for 
many & long day. We believe, however, 
that. the difficulty will eventually be 
and thet nothing of a very 
serious nature will grow out of it. 
Sarely the British Government have con- 
fidence in the judgment and integrity of 
thé Powers to whom the task has been 
confided of bearing and determining the 
questions at issue between Great Britain 
and the Unifed States, and that they are 
competent to deal with them and to ren- 
der an impartial judgmeot opon every 
iepue brought befure them, most surely 
be. the opmion of every intelligent, 
thoughtful person. So far as England 
has justice on her side, she bas no reason 
to fear the result of the arbitration ; and 
extyavegant the American de- 
mands may he, unless they can be shown 
to be acting be ake jast they will 
amount to the eyes of the ar- 
bitrators.

Mr. DeCosmos regretted not being present [mentary usage to adopt by the House, the 


to hear the debate. He believed gentle- 
men wished to se¢ Kootenay represented, it 
was his wish, butit were well to avoid falling 
into an error which hereafter the House might 
fall into. They were now laying a founda- 
tion for which they fought for for many 
years. We have seen strange occurreices, 
said the speaker, we bave seen in this Hall 
resolutions pasged for political purposes. He 
boped no one would attempt to strain the law 
to support either the Opposition, the Minis- 
try, or the Independents, but to approach 
the subject for the interests of the country at 
large, and for the credit of the House in par- 
ticular, The Attorney General attempted to 
establish a precedent from ‘‘May,’’but it fail- 
ed in this case. In the case io question the 
Committee reported that there should be a 
strict adherence to rule; that members should 
be sworn in only on receipt of a cer- 
tificate from the Registrar. Mr. De- 
Cosmos quoted from Rogers on elect- 
ions, and called attention to page 280—the 
subjact was one of returos:—‘‘Ist, if a man 
be duly elected and yet not well returned, he 
cannot sit in the House till the return be 
amended.” Tte authority was one of the 
best to be had. This House in being jealous 
of itsrights, should ask that the return in 
question be amended. Rogers also says: 
‘for ® good election is only a ground to 
amend an undue returao, but not to admit the 
party without a good return.” Apply the 
principle here, and be could not see that by 
®& mere resolution they could set aside the 
usages of the House of Commons, from the 
days of Runnymede. He challenged the two 
I-gal gentlemen epposite him to shew an 
instance wherein any geutleman was ever ad- 
mitted to his seat without a certificate of his 
election. If such a thing were the case bere 
he would be sorry to oppose the motion. 
The Rule of the House of Commons is ad- 
verse, and having shown from standard 
euthorities that the Commons would not ad- 
mit a member, except the return be amended, 
the question was what course could they (the 
Assembly) pursue to do justice to Kootenany, 
and p ace these gentlemen in their seats. He 
believed the resulution before the House to 
be a mistake; it satisfied, from the evidence 
of the petitioners, that they had been duly 
elevted, they should not piace them io the 
House by a mere resoluton, but let the 
House, if necessary, pass three readings of a 
stature to-day or at any time and allow 
thos- gentlemen to be received under that 
statute. (Hear, hear] The country was 
large und extensive; writs might, ia various 
Woy, Ue lost, and the gentlemen who framed 
the act had they anticipated a case like the 
present, provigion would bave been made, and 
after ‘evideo@® those members could take 
their seats. He asked the House to get these 
geutlemen admitted according to law. Ifthe 
resolution before them were tried before the 
Supreme Court, it would be found not worth 
the paper it was written upon. He reminded 
the Hon. Attorney General that the Imperial 
Legislature had denied the rights of €clonial 
Parliamen's. Under a writ ot guo warranto 
the Resolution could be decided against the 
House. [Applause.] 

The Hou. Colonial Secretary supported the 
views he had advanced. the previous day. 
He felt gratified with the way the question 
was debated, and he gave the gentlemen 
eredit for sincerity in their views of the case 
on all sides; he also admitted the gravity of 
it. The member for Victoria District (Mr. 
DeCosmos) argued that-the metbod of pro- 
ceeding of the Ministry was wrong. He (Mr. 
Robertson) referred to the Constitution Act 
in support of the method, and also to a pre- 
cedent ia the English Commons in favor of 
his views, yet it was said, if the resolution 
were adopted, they would be violating the 
Constitution. As to the law as the House 
bad, it there was nothing which bore upor 
the point. The House must turn to the 
Election Regulation Act for anything on the 
subject. Is it possible, said the Colonial 
Secretary, that the interests of a constiteency 
should ve jeopardized, subject to such contia- 
gency. Tne case from Rogers, which was 
quotod, was about the time of Henry 11; bisa 
much later period. 

Mr. DeCosmos—How do you know? 

The Colonial Secretary judged se from: the 
author of the book as the hon. gentleman no 
doubt was well aware. It was true Rogers 
gives a history of elections, but. there was 
something more. “It was idle to contend that 
the evidence did not entitle the gentlemen to 
their seats; the question was, are they legally 
elected? He hoped they would not do any- 
thing cal: a ated to keep these gentlemen out 
of the House. 

Mr. DeCosmos for his part, was sorry that 
instead of 25 there was not 50 members, but 
what he did maintain was, the course pro- 
posed was without a precedent io the whole 
bistory of the British nation aud be defied the 
honorable gentlemen to. produce one. The 
question cited was whether an oath had been 
administered or pot. The House of Commons 
decided there must be a strict adherence to 
jail All he contended for was to do the 
public business as became honorable men‘ 
and in accordance with the statute, and not 
for any party or political motives. He would 
suggest that if the gentlemen wished to carry 
their point in their own-way, he wou'd just 
as soon fetire out side the bar, Let the hon- 
orable Attorney General, said Mr. DeCosmos, 
point to a single instance as a precedent,— 
flanked by his bonorable colleague,—and 
then sit down and vote against British princi- 
ples. 


Mr. Bobertson replied—He never ventured 
to suggest that there was a combination in 
the House with regard to these two gentle- 
men being placed in their seats. 

The Chairman desired to know if the pass- 
ing of the resolution would bind the House. 

The Attorney General replied, certainly — 


if it passed. 


Mr. DeCosmos would offer an amendment

The manner ot adopting the resolution 
seemed to have offered a puzzle on this oc- 
casion also. 

Dr. Ash got up to speak; Mr.

Dr. Ash quoted from the Constitution Act 
ia support of his views, and stated that in 
accordance to law, be was never more sur» 
prised than when he heard the Hon, Attorney 
General say, that in a court ot law, the 
absence of evidence of no return, was suffi- 
cient evidence. There was no evidence that 
the vote taken in Kootenay was handed to 
the Registrar of the Court: The Colonial 
Secretary relied uponthe case of Mr, Hawes 3 
The fact of his return was known to everyone 
and the cases were dissimilar. The Heuse 
believed the gentlemen for Kootenay were 
duly elected, but because, he said, we are 
sorry,is it right to violate a Constitntion 
which there was'no much trouble to obtain;

Shipwreck of the Bark 


THE CAPTAIN AND ONE HaND Lost. 


The Bark Zephyr, Capt. Hipson, sailed from 
the stene quary, Newcastle Island, Naneimo, 
om Monday fast, the 12th inst., laden with 
building stone for the San Francisco Miot- 
She left the harbor at 8 p. m » with @ tresb 
8. E, wind; same evening wind hauled from 
the N. E., accompanied by a heavy snow 
storm. At half past 3, Tuesday morning, 
tried to tack ship but missed stays, and found 
the vessel on a lee shore. Owing to the snow 
storm, did not distinguish the land until 
within 100 feet of it; tried to wear ship, bur 
there not beicg room, laid the sails to the 
mast and tried to back her off,—also let go 
the anchor, Unfortunately all efforts made 
proved fruitless, and she struck on Mayne 
Island, ou @ low, rocky shore, knocking a 
large hole in ber bilge and the vessel com- 
menced to make water rapidly. Half an 
hour after'she struck sounded the pumps and 
found four feet of water in the hold; prepar- 
the ship’s boat ‘for leaving, and at balf past 
6,4. m., the vessel turned on her side, All 
haods made a rush for the boat to save their 
lives, but we regret to write, the Captain and 
& sailor, named James Stewart, failed to 
reach ber, and were drowoed. Mr. George 
Lusk, the Mate of the lost vessel, and four of 
the bands, who got into the boat, stood by 
the wreck until daylight. Ia the morsing 
they discovered the cook clinging to the fore- 
yard and took him into the boat; searched 
unsuccessfully for the Captaia and the hand 
who were missing, bat could find no trace of 
them. It is supposed they went down in 
deep water. The crew saved, remained on 
Mayac Island till 4 o’clock the sare day, it 
being too stormy to attempt to leare, and 
the weather clearing up, made for Plumper's 
Pass, distant two milles; remained there for 
two'days in the house of a fisherman, the 
weather again proving too much for them. 
On Friday morning obtained a boat from the 
fisherman and left once more for Victoria; 
had a favorable passage until Saturday morn- 
ing at 1 o'clock, when it commenced to blow 
from the S. E., accompanied with rain; had 
to put back two miles to try to land on an 
island, (James’ Island,) and in trying to make 
the shore stove the boat. Worked till day- 
light trying to save her, and at last succeed- 
ed in landing her out of the reach of the sea. 
Remained on the island to repair the boat 
until yesterday morning, and tien started for 
Victoria. Iu the afternoon it again com 
menaced to blow, and the crew were obliged 
to haul their boat upon the beach, a few 
miles. from this port, whence they walk- 
ed into town and reported ‘the sad circum- 
stance to the U. 8. Consul, who at oace made 
provision for the comfort of ‘the sbip- 
wrecked men. The second mate and one 
man were left to watch the wreck. which lay 
in fifteen fathoms, and was likely to prove a 
tatal loss,should a northerly wind bave got up. 
There is a chance to save some of the rigging 
as about twenty feet of the masts were above 
water, It was deemed rather curious that 
passing vessels, saw or beard nothing of the 
disaster. Captain Hipson once before visited 
tnis coast about a year since, as first officer 
of the lost vessel. He was Only wituin a few 
feet of the mate who was in the boat and 
trying to save him, when he disappeared, It 
will be remembered, the Zephyr was 64 days 
on the passage up from below to the quarry, 
25 days of the time being off Cape Flattery 
seeking to enter the Straits.

The United States Fishing Season 
of 1871. 


The Cape-Ann Advertiser gives a review. of 
the fishing season of 1871, and pronounces 
it a most disastrous one in respect to the loss 
of life and property. During the yeara larger 
number of vessels were lost than in any pre- 
vious year, being twenty in all, against thir. 
teen in 1770. Theloss of life was also very 
large, and only exceeded by that of 1864, 
when 148 lives were lost 8 more than the pre- 
sent year. The total tonnage of the vessels 
lost this season is 1,035,93, and their value 
$95,000; insurance, $78,351. The heaviest 
losses have been in the Geoiges fishery, 10 
vessels and 95 lives bave been sacirficed; 4 
vessels and 28 lives have been Jost in the 
Bank fisheries ; I vessel and 4 lives in the 
mackerel fishery ; 1 vessel and 12 lives in the 
Grenlaod halibut fishery ; 2 vessels and | life 
in the shore winter fizhery; 1 vessel in the 
herring fishery, amd 1 in the coasting business. 
Of the 140 men lost, 48 were known to 
be married, leaving 48 widows and 98 chil- 
dren. From Province town a more cheerful 
report is returned. During the present year 
79 vessels sailed from that port for the Grand 
Banks and other foreign grounds, and re- 
Aurned without the loss of a single vessel, 
bringing 87,890-quintals of cod-fish, 2,000 
quintals of balibut and 1595 barrels of fish- 
oil. The business suffered a slight decresse 
compared with 1870. The Newburyport 
mackrel catch this year falls short 1,000 brls. 
from that of last year.
